Townline Bridge Will Involve 
Greatest Expense For 
A Tax Payers 


With the Huron river gradually 
going back today to normal height, 
residents whose property has suffered 
are being given time to estimate their 


The biggest individual losses eame 
io the Peninsular Paper Co , in loss 
of the dam and foot bridge and to 
E. B. Dolson when his garage was 
almost completely wrecked. Re- 
construction work will be commenced 


in both eases without delay and in 
the meantime business will go on as 
usual. 


The biggest loss to the city was 
the town line bridge near the paper 
mill. With the time about ripe for 
negotiations to be closed for the over- 
head bridge on Michigan avenue at 
Miles street, this added expense of 
several thousand dollars has set May- 
or Brown and members of the city 
council to think about the best course 
to follow out. Reparrs on the Forest 
avenue bridge will also amount to a 
large sum. 

In replacing the townline bridge, 
half of the expense falls to the town- 
ship of Ypsilanti, an item which | 
is also giving officials of the rural j 
district something more than usua] 
to occupy their thoughts. 

It is estimated that $150,000 will 
not more than cover the property loss 
in Ypsilanti and vicinity caused ` by 
the high water. Damage to the De- 
troit Edison. company alone is esti- 
mated in the neighborhood of $50,000; 
the paper nill loss will reach $50,000 
more and the Oak Knitting Co. stated 
that their damage would reach more 
than $1,000, but that they were un- 
able to give an accurate estimate; 
E. H. Casler, gardener, suffered a 
loss of $1000; Dolson’s garage wag 
damaged to the extent of $8,000; the 
McCullough Foundry Co. lost cast- 
ings worth $2000 and the bridge near 
the paper mill will cost the city and 
the township about $15,000; the For- 
est avenue bridge was damaged and 
wil have to be repaired or rebuilt; 
the Ypsilanti Dairy association lost 
$300 worth of butter and property 
damage.

With the American Army i 

France, March 15.—American troop: 
now occupy their first German trench- 
es. They consist of twò kilometers 
(1.242 miles) of front line positions 
in the Badonviller region on the Lune- 
ville front. The positions were oc- 
cupied in broad daylight by the Am- 
ericans, after German evacuation. 
The German barrage later forced a 
withdrawal but the Sammies return- 
ed and now firmly hold the positions. 

The trenches have been consolidat- 
ed, automatic rifles have been mount- 
ed and they are fully defended. They 
were so smashed by Yankee artillery 
as to be untenable for the Boches, but 
the salient forms an excellent addi- 
tion to our lines. The Americans 
found the trenches supported . by 
strong timbers. The broken ones 
have been replaced. 

The Boches have been playing a 
safe defensive game on all fronts 
where they are confronting Ameri- 
cans, it has been made apparent by 
recent raids. In expection of these 
raids, the enemy simply evacuates all 
front positions and retires to the 
safety of the rear lines. 

The Americans are alert and active 
and the Germans are unable to tell 
when to expect something. 

Considerable sniping is developing, 
especially on the Luneville front. The 
Sammies are becomiyg proficent in

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this art. There is also grenading 
back and forth. Aerial activity is 
increasing. 


It is now permissible to state that 
the troops in the Luneville region 
who made a raid without opposition 
are from Ohio. Volunteers were call- 
ed for to participate in the raid. So 
many wanted to go that only a few 
were selected from each company. 
The participants included boys from 
Cincinnati, Marion, Circleville, Cleve- 
land, London, Marysville, Columbus 
and Dayton. 

The former famous athlete, whose 
name was deleted in Sunday's dis- 
patches, is an ex-baseball catcher.
